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HAVE arranged my Aretianae according to the Catalogue of the Lepidoptera 

Phalacnae in the British Museum, vol. ii., this being the most recent work 
on the family as a whole. I have, however, inelnded the three genera (ronotrephes, 
Antaxia, and Neozatrephes, placed by Sir George Hampson among the Syntomidae, 
hecanse | consider these genera, in spite of the absence of the eostal vein of the 
hindwing, more nearly allied to the Arctiqnae than to the Sy»tomidae. Considering 
the great use and importance to lepidopterists of the British Museum Catalogue, 
it is to be regretted that not sufficient distinction has been emphasised between 
Subspecies aud Aberrations. In several instances Sir George Hampson lias 
correctly separated the snbspecies, but in by far the larger number of cases he has 
united them indiscriminately under the term “aberration.” It cannot be too often 
reiterated that a Subspecies is a local race or geographical representative of a given 
species, in which the variation from the “type” is more or less uniform and 
constant: on the other hand, an Aberration is a sporadic or individual variation 
oceurring among the typical individuals, and in which, even if several specimens 
oceur, the variation from the type is rarely if ever nniform and not persistent. A 
differenee from the type, however small, if confined to one locality aud to the bulk 
of or the whole of the individnals from that locality, is snffieient to separate this 
group of individuals as a subspeeles ; but, be the difference ever so great, if it 
is purely individual, not confined to any oue locality, and occurs easnally with the 
typical form, it can only be considered an aberration, and, in my opinion, shonld 
not be named. Subspecies, on the other hand, should be named trinomially, 
thus: reta caja americana. 

I have, iu the body of this catalogue, given the localities, in many cases, in 
an abbreviated form, iu order to save time and space. I here ennmerate the 
prineipal localities and dates, in full.
